Quarters Behind Lines Always 


Kept Glean — Sleeping 
Places at Premium. 


Below is the eighth article by 
James O'Donnell Bennett on the 
Russian spring offensive.

OFFIZIERSHEIM, Goduzischki, Rus- 
@ia.—End of April.—All along the Ger- 
man fronts there lie, at intervals as fixed 
as may be, those — harbors of ref- 
uge known as the ersheime [litter- 
ally officers’ homes, though they are only 
Dlaces of temporary accommodation]. 
Sometimes you find one in the “ castle,”” 
as they call it, of some provincial mag- 
mate or petty prince, sometimes in an 
abandoned inn, sometimes ir a peasant’s 
cottage. 

Wherever thev are they are clean, and 
that is the important’ point in this region 
of erime and vermin. Such scraping and 
washing, and scrubbing, | 
and replanking »* these inneand éuthapes 

have been subjected to will be a revela- 
Hon—if not a shock—to their former oc- 
Supants when peace returns and they 
come back into their own. 

Such of the ovcupants as remain in the 
neighborhood after the German troops’ 
have entered it cften take a leaf out of 

. the German book and begin whitewash- 
ing their estabi‘shments in order to at- 
tract the favorable attention of the in- 
_. aders. 4 

Soldiers Trade at Clean Shops. 

If an inn or a shop presents a decent 
appearance it instantly attracts the trade 
of the soldiers, and the proprietor makes 
m wood thing out of that trade. “Isn't 
this a clean place and aren't the Herr- 
Bchaften pleased?" th venerable Jew 
who kept one of the inns in this town 
said. 

With that he indicated wth much pride 
the part of his establishment which had 
been reserved for an Offiziersheim and 
he Became emotional in the matter of 
the money and effort he had spent to 
make the place decent. His profits, how- 
ever, are commensurate with his efforts. 
Every morning as his guests depart a 
score of marks jingles ir-to his receptive 
palm. and all day long he sweeps the 
pfennigs paid for tea and bread into the 
Dockets of his long black gown. ~ 

The Offiziersheim is a night refuge for 
Officers caught at a2 late bour in a region 
of deserted farms or im a village either 
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troops. Under such seiaaatiana there 
would be no place for the late comer to 
lay his head—and not much chance of his} 
finding it if there were—unless the light 
were always burning in the offiziersheim. 


Hot Water Is Precious. 

On duty there is a soldier who if he can 
not always offer a bed can usually offer 
a bundle of straw and a blanket and who 
in the morning will bring a cup full of 
hot water that a man soon learns to use 
so judiciously that it is ample sae © Wxe 
urious shave, 

Refreshed by five hours’ sleep and some- 
thing that looks like coffee and tastes 
like medicine ,the officer proceeds on his 
way to his command or on the journey 
homeward which his furlough authorizes. 
The farther you get from the front the 
better appointed these refuges are. Bright 
lights, gay decorations of flags, excellent 
beds, and plenty of good food served by 
amiable war sisters, who love to visit. 
make a few hours spent in an Offiziers- 
heim in the more settled parts of the oc- 
cupied territories a genuine pleasure. 

The nearer you come to the front the 
less you expect, with the result that any 
accommodations comprising a dry floor 
and a bundle of clean straw became hux- 
vrious. More than once I have done 
without the straw — |

Cleanliness Is First Aim. 

If the civilian guest of the army happens 
in the course of his wanderings along the 
front to be sent to a Soldatenheim instead 
of an Offiziersheim he will find that the 
cleanliness of that place is no less scrupu- 
lous and that the accommodations in gen- 
eral are about the same. 

On the first night out of my April jour- 
ney to the e Narocz front an Offizier~ 
 sheim 
the best hotel I ever entered. 
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taken us out of Nowo Swenzjany and had } 
waited so long at nightfall for the passing 
of Field Marshal von. Hindenburg's spe- 
cial finally trundiled itself as far as the 
town of M . where with a decisiv 
sigh it apparently expired for the night | 
At any rate it halted so definitely that we | 
all dismoumted and peered helplessly into 
the darkness. 

There was an occasional flash of teaehen 
from deep hollows below the track and 
an uninterrupted shouting and lashing 
which indicated that tired drivers were 
trying to get munitions forward over the 
vilest roads in Europe. 


Balk at Night in Car. 

Out of the darkness a voice broke it to 
us that in the whole town there was not 
an unoccupied foot of sleeping quarters 
that night, but that we could sleep in the 
cer we had come in. ‘As that.car was 
about the size of an old fashioned Amer- 
ican bobtail street car, and as its space 
was cut'up with tiny benches, this permis- 
s:on allured nobody. 
Another soldier said he had heard that 
there were good qparters in a castle on | 
the outskirts of the town of Lyntupy. 
which we had passed three hours before, 
an¢ he wondered that we had not halted 
there for the night. After some telephon- 
ing came the order that we should return 
to Lyntupy. 
Another toy engine was poked fnto ani- 
mation.
